Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because there is no descriptive legion provided for each of 
the structural elements shown in figure 1 currently represented in a form of hollow rectangles. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Further, on lines 12, 13, 16 and 17, before "effects", the word "the" should be inserted 
respectively. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claims 1-21 are currently considered allowable over the art of record. It appears that the 
claimed method, machine-readable medium and system for matching a wheel or determining an 
optimized relative position of a tire and rim of a wheel by first defining an index vector 
representing the effects caused by geometrical non-uniformities of the rim and tire and the 
effects caused by imbalance statues of the rim and tire and subsequently determining an 
optimized position of the tire and the rim based on the index vector have neither been taught nor 
made obvious by the art of record. 

5. The references are cited to show the related systems. Applicant(s) should consider them 
carefully when responding to the current office action.
